A week ago, while 
running toward the mill, something 
wss found to be the matter with the 
track, and Ford ordered the mill bands 
who were on the train forward tolixthe 
track All obeyed except a negio named 
John Plukston, who absolutely refused. 
"All right," said Ford, "Then you can't 
ride on my train." A few momonts later 
Furd looked up from his work and saw 
Pinkston coming toward him with au axe 
In bis band as if to strike Ford. Ford 
atarti-d toward his engine. He waa un- 
armed, and, missing bis fooling, fell lo his 
knees. Just at ho did ao Plukstou ruthed up 
and buried the axe in hit tkull.

The paaaengcrt 
drea»cd and got on deck as quickly as pos- 
slble, and with but llttlo appearance of 
panic. The Are originated in the cotton 
tiered >n the after tin in hold. Nine 
streams of water were soon working on 
Ihe flames and the course of tho vessel 
waa shaped toward Newfoundland. The 
flames spread with great rapidity and 
aoon had hurst out with lerrillc force 
through the midway und after hatchea, 
'.he heat being intense. It becoming evi- 
dent that it was impossible lo save the 
ship, a momentary panic ensued.

Cbatsworth, III, Aug. IS.— The coro- 
ner's Jury agreed on a vordict this morn- 
ing which holdt Timothy Coughlln, fore- 
man of Hectlon 7, to tho grand jury, and 
negatively exoneratet the company. The 
management it not censured for running 
double header, for u lax system of track 
inspection or for any thing cite. Tbo 
verdict tliuply says that tho failuro to 
patrol tho track for six hours before the 
train came, and the habit of burning great 
close to the trtek It atubjoctforcrltlcltm. 
The three or four friendi of the road on 
tho jury had better ataytng qualities than 
the two or three of those who wanted lo 
fix a portion of the blame on the raanago- 
ment. 

Alliakcb, O., Aug. 18.— On account of a 
slight wreck east of here this morning. 
No. 8, on the Ft. Wayne road, was trans- 
ferred to tho Cleveland and Pittsburgh 
track at this place, and started on ita 
way to PitUbtirgh over that line. 
When a point one- fourth mile east of 
Bayard, a small town twelvo miles south 
of here, was reached, tho rear aleeper 
jumped the track, after running some dis- 
tance on tho tlos the car turned over on its 
sldo, badly wrecking It. Alonio Warren, 
the colored porter in charge of the tleeper, 
formerly a resident of this place, was 
caught underneath the wreck and in- 
stantly killed. Blx or seven pasteugort 
were more or less injured. 

Louisvillx, Kt., Aug. 18.— A special 
train on the Louisville and Nashville road 
this inoruing which wat to have been run 
from New Havon to Lebanon, but having 
no patsengers ou board, met with an acci- 
dent at Hhepberdsville. A freight train 
which wont out ahead of tbo passenger 
was to have gone on the tide-track at 
Hhepherdsvillc, but wat delayed for a few 
minutes. No flagman was scut out, and 
the passenger train came along at a good 
rate of speed and ran into tho rear end of 
tho freight. The caboose and engine were 
badly smashed, but uo one waa Injured. 

Ciiicaoo, Aug. 18. — A diabolical attempt 
waa made to wreck a train on the Oalena 
division of the Northwcttorn railroad laat 
evening, near Belvidero, which happily 
proved abortive, owing to the nature of the 
road at that point. Borne miscrcautt plac- 
ed a largo stoue on tho track and wedged 
It m between the tlct. The obstruction, 
however, was discovered In time by tho 
engineer to avert a cataatrophe. 

Baltiuorb, Aug. IS.— A oolUtlon oc- 
curred last night on the Baltimore at Ohio 
railroad by ono of the fast-bound freight 
trains running into the roar of another 
freight, by which seventeen cars wore 
wrecked. Tho engineer and conductor of 
one of tho trains were, it is believed, fa 
tally injured. Tho flromen are alto prob 
ably faUlly hurl. 

Chicago, Aug. 18.— Noar Naperville, 111., 
two Chicago. Burlington und Qulncy live 
ttock trains collided in a fog this morning, 
making a fearful wreck, slaughtering a 
largo number of the cattle und hogs. One 
of the engineers, kiinwu as Yankee Robin- 
son, was torioitsly but not fatally injured.

EXPRESS WRECKED. 



Jumps the Track at Washington— Kngt- 
neer Hcalded to Heath— Eighteen Par* 
sons Badly Injured. 
Wasbinoton, Aug. IT.— The Washington 
and Bnltimoro exproaa, which left Cincin* 
nut i yesterday morning at 8:47, and which 
was due here at 0:80 this morning, waa, 
with the exception of tho sleeper, com- 
pletely wrecked within the city limits and 
about a half mile from the Wathingtoa 
depot. At Orafton a Chicago sleeper waa 
takon on the train. Both sleepers 
remaiuod on the truck, and none of 
the occupants was seriously hurt. 
The rest of tho train, consisting of a post- 
al, express, baggage, smoker and two day 
coachos, went uff the track und were 
thoroughly wrocked. There were about 
fifty passengers ou the train. Of these, 
eighteen were disabled, the engineer ao 
acalded that he diod in a short time, while 
the fireman aud two or thrao other train- 
hands were badly bruised. Most of tho in- 
jured wero taken to Providence Hospital. 
Tho Baltimore road from the west enters 
the city on First stroot. Last, which it the 
street that, prolonged, passes in front ot- 
itic Capitol. About half way between the 
bo .ndary and tho depot, near the Capitol, 
a "Y" connocta the western track with the 
main lino from Baltiicoro. The western 
trains run by way of the "Y" to tho Balti- 
more truck and thence back down to the 
depot. The "Y" Is a very shnrp rurvo 
turning the direction of the train ut right 
angles within about ono hundred vardt 
Tho limit of safety on such a curve It 
said by railroad men to bo ten miles. This 
train struck It at a rate of speed which 
wat certainly forty milos, and probably 
sixty miles an hour. Tho troublo seems 
to havo bcon wholly with the failuro 
of the air-brakes. The grade from a point 
ncur the city to the point of tho uccldeut 
Is descending. Tho train was about ton 
minutes behind, and was running with 
groat rapidity as il approached the bound- 
ary, and all the conditions for tho wreck 
which followed were established.

r.na Bountiful California Can Not Sup- 
ply the in in. in. I. 

Chicago, Aug. 18.— Tho Tribune thia 
morning says the fruit doalers of the 
United states have been placed in an un- 
precedented situation. Except in Califor- 
nia the fruit crops throughout the country 
virtually havo failed. In Chicago, us clso- 
wbore, stocks of dried aud prescrvod 
goods are about exhausted, and owing to 
the acarcity of labor on tho Taciflc coast, 
can not be roplacod, although wholesale 
prices have rison from 10 to 16 per cent. 
Canned goods, especially fruits, are ap- 
parently going to retail during tho winter 
at fully SO per cent, above the priooa ob- 
tained a year provlous. According to the 
Trilmnf, an iucroaso of 35 per cent, to Cali- 
fornia's last year's puck will not be suf-

oclipscs.
